According to the Hattiesburg dis­ 
patch, there are two reasons for the 
building of the camp, one

Judge Sparks handed down two 
important decisions today in circuit 
court, sustaining a demurrer of the 
City of Rushville 
to the complaint 
asking an injunction 
against 
the 
building of an alley filed by Locke 
L. Ferree and others, 
and 
finding 
for the plaintiff. Nellie Abercrombie 
against Curtha Wagoner 
and Wil­ 
liam Kneeht. 


The complaint against 
the city 
asking 
for a permanent 
injunction 
against the construction of the al- 
ley by paving, 
between 
Fifth and 
Sixth . street, 
centering 
between 
Perkins and Main, was attacked on 
the grounds that the parties bring­ 
ing the suit could 
not be damaged 
at this time as their remonstrance 
to the petition had been overruled by 
the city council. 


It was alleged 
in the 
complaint 
that the records of the city showed 
where the improvement had been de­ 
finitely postponed and then without 
further notice, 
tending 
to reopen 
the ease, decided on a date for re­ 
ceiving bids. 
It was set forth 
in 
the 
complaint 
that 
the 
council 
should first have changed the record 
which was not done, thus alleging 
that the action in awarding the con­ 
tract was void.

The court held that 
the unani­ 
mous vote of the council in adver­ 
tising for bids showed an intention 
to reopen the case and that 
this 
matter of council record could not 
constitute

It was

farm. Wagoner denied the signature 
to the contract and 
by 
this alone 
b^at himself out of $30. 
The con­ 
tract provided 
Mrs.

should buy clover seed and Wagoner 
testified he bought the seed. Judge 
Sparks went 
into 
all the evidence 
thoroughly in giving his decision. 
The case 
of the 
Ingersoll-Rand 
Company against the Greely

change of venue from Decatur coun­ 
ty and tried once, 
the 
jury giving 
the defendant the sum of $100, was 
dismissed today and the costs paid.

How the wives and children 
of 
soldiers are provided for from gov­ 
ernment funds by other 
countries, 
while the United States makes no al­ 
lowance, is disclosed in a report pie 
pared by the children’s bureau of the 
United States department of agri­ 
culture. 
Separation allowances are grant­ 
ed not only in European countries 
where the pay of the private soldier 
of the 
lowest rank runs 
from 39 
cents to $7.30 a month, ‘but in C an- 
ada and Australia which pay him 
$33 and $43.80 while he is engaged 
in foreign service. 
In addition to 
the soldier’s pay the wife and chil­ 
dren of the Canadian soldier receive 
from the government. $20 a month; 
and the allowance to the family of 
the Australian soldier 
varies, ac­ 
cording to the number of children up 
to 
a 
maximum 
of nearly 
$30 a 
month. 
The pensions allowed by law to 
wives and children of soldiers killed 
in service are shown to be co n sid er­ 
ably higher also in Great Britain and 
the British dominions than in the 
United Statés.

RED CROSS PLAN 
AID TO FAMILIES 


Organization Will Play Step-Father 
and Mother to Dependents of 
Soldiers. 


IN PROGRESS OF EXECUTION 


Will Help in Personal Affairs, Giv­ 
ing Legal or Medical Advice as 
Necessary. 


By GEORGE MARTIN 


(IT. P. Staff Correspondent.) 
Washington, Sept. 29—The Amer­ 
ican Red Cross has begun training 
an army of step-fathers and mothers 
for the 
families of the 
country’s 
fighting 
men at the 
front, it wras 
learned today. 
The idea was recently announced. 
The plan is now in progress of exe­ 
cution. 
Thousands of men and wo­ 
men are being recruited to take up 
the six weeks’ course which will fit 
them to man the domestic listening 
posts in every city and town in the 
country. 
Seventy-five 
thousand 
soldiers’ 
families will have been aided in the 
conduct of their personal affairs by 
these Red Cross helpers during the 
first year of the war, it was estimat­ 
ed today by Director General of Red 
Cross, 
Civilian 
Relief 
W. Frank 
Persons. 
The aid will run the gamut of fam ­ 
ily affairs, from the giving of legal 
or medical advice to keeping up the 
insurance and seeing that the m ort­ 
gage is not 
neglected. 
The Red 
Cross experts will even assist finan­ 
cially in bridging some of the more 
ghastly chasms of unavoidable debt. 
This help will take the form of tem­ 
porary loans. 
“The problem of financing depend­ 
ent families outright, however,” said 
the Red Cross, “is too big 
problem. 
It should be cared for by the gov­ 
ernment. 
When the 
soldiers and 
sailors return from the war,” said 
Director General Persons, “the fam­ 
ilies entrusted to the care of the Red 
Cross should be found to have main­ 
tained, as far as is humanly possible 
the essential standards of home lite* 
“This work will demand more than 
a grant of money or a temporary 
reference to a doctor, a lawyer, or 
some other adviser. It will frequent-* 
ly require a long-continued acquain­ 
tance with the family, a systematic 
understanding and appreciation of 
its ideals, its ability to attain them, 
the obstacles in the way, and the ap­ 
plication 
of a 
practical 
common 
sense psychology of stimulating and 
encouraging the family/to surmount 
its difficulties and achieve success. 
The Red Cross has established in­ 
stitutes in conjunction with twenty 
or thirty universities throughout the 
country, where six weeks of inten­ 
sive training will be given to these 
volunteer workers who wish to en­ 
list in its service. 
Assisting Director 
General P er­ 
sons, at National Red Cross Head­ 
quarters in 
Washington, are 
Dr. 
Thomas J. Riley, General Secretary 
of the Brooklyn Bureau of Charities 
and Porter R. Lee, of the staff of the 
New York School of Philanthropy.

ily affairs, from the giving of legal 
or medical advice to keeping up the 
insurance and seeing that the mort-

Cross experts will even assist finan- 
cially in bridging some of the more 
jhastly chasms of unavoidable debt. 
This help will take the form of tem- 
porary loans. 


;'The problem of financing depend- 


ent families outright, however," said 
the Red Cross, "is too big a_ problem. 
It should be cared for by the gov- 
ernment.

I can state that the department of 
state possesses conclusive evidence 
that on or before January 19 Count 
Bernstorff had received 
and 
read 


the Zimmerman telegram to Minister 
von Eckhardt in Mexico which con- 
tained the follo'wing: 


" We intend to begin on the first 


of February unrestricted submarine 
warfare. We shall endeavor in spite 
of this to keep the United States of 
America neutral.' 


"Count Bernstorff was -therefore, 


fully advised 
-of lie intentions of 


the imperial government at the time 
when he asked 
for 
authority of 


Berlin io employ funds for an or- 
ganization to influence congression- 
al action in favor of the continued 
neutrality of this country."
